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1. Jonapharra, which ma started as a section of tha Schottwarto in Jena, is 
an independent underbaking under the leadership of Prof. Dr. Kfao ell. Basic 
research and industrial production of immunization material is carried out 
using bacteriological and rheological techniques. 

2. About 150 people are employed, and there are plans to increase the number 
to 1,200. Prof, Knoell is in charge. He is assisted by Dr. Zapf , who 
has charge of the scientific laboratory and of photography; Herr h'einland, 
formerly of I. a. marten; and Dr. Koehler, who is working on penicillin. 

3. Prof. Dr. Knoell received the Eastern Zone National Prize in 1949 for Ms 
production of penicillin. Originally he was a protdgcf of Privy Councilor 
(Gehairwat) Halting, frees Zeiss, Jem, but lately their relationship has 
become cool. Knoell is described as a capable and accurate scientist, and 
has many ideas. Iowqvg t , ho is inclined to disperse his energies, takas 
too much credit for work done with collaborators, and seems vain and filled 
with his own importance. This description comes from his collaborators. " 

His weakest point is obviously his ambition. 

4. Knoell seems to have teen politically neutral until last year when he changed 
to a definite pm-Coxnmuniat slant* at least in his public statements « Gehein- 
rat Darting . elates some of the credit for the change, but it seems more probable 
dvit the credio should go to Frau KnoeAX who in described as being strortfLy vr* o m 
Communist. Tha Russians have apparently shorn their good will in all possible 
ways, including the furnishing of the Knoell apartment in Jena, where they euro 
frequent and well liked guests. Knoell visits Berlin frequently, driven in a 
car given him by Minister Salbrann and with a chauffeur supplied by Jonapham,
